VIOLATION OF THE LIQUOR CODE AND 3.2% BEER ACT IN 1965 


A total of 245 cases were filed in courts throughout the State during 1965, of these, fifteen 
(15) were dismissed, thirteen (13) were found "Not Guilty", seven (7) "Did Not Appear", and one 
(1) declared a "Mistrial", the remainder were given fines or put on probation; in addition a 
total of sixty-nine (69) hearings were held before the Honorable Byron A. Anderson, Secretary 


of State and Ex-Officio State Licensing Authority and Local Licensing Authorities, which 


resulted in suspensions, 
Unlawful possession or consumption of beer, wine and/or spirituous 
liquors by persons under the age of twenty-one (21) years. 


Unlawful possession or consumption of fermented malt beverages 
(3.2%) by persons under the age of eighteen (18) years. 


Misrepresentation of age in obtaining or attempting to obtain beer, 
wine or spirituous liquor or 3.2% beer. 


Sale, serving, giving and/or procuring malt, vinous or spirituous 
Liquor to/for persons under the age of twenty-one (21) years. 


Sale, Serving, giving and/or procuring 3.2% beer to/for persons under 
the age of eighteen (18) years. 


Drunkenness, disorderly conduct and/or rowdiness. 
Sale of alcoholic liquors or fermented malt beverages without a license. 


Sale of alcoholic liquors in sealed containers by an establishment 
licensed for sale by-the-drink only. 


Sale of alcoholic liquors or 3.2% beer after legal hours of sale. 


Permitting persons under the age of eighteen (18) years to participate 
in the sale of 3.2% beer and/or other Violations.
